The spring and summer seasons are upon us, and it seems that the never ending COVID “fog” may actually be starting to lift. As 540-547-2724
we transition back to more in-person activities, please continue to be vigilant. The most notable news of the day, at least regarding cjfrazier@culpepercounty.gov
County business, is that the fiscal year 2022 Budget has been adopted. The budget commences July 1, 2021 and runs through Cedar Mountain District
June 30, 2022. This year was a reassessment year, which resulted in a County-wide average increase in property values of just
over 12%. Residential land values saw the largest increase. As a result of the reassessment and increasing property values, the Tom S. Underwood
Board was able to equalize the real estate tax rate by reducing it from the current rate of 0.62 down to 0.55. This is the lowest tax 540-717-5263
rate in many decades and the lowest tax rate in the region by far. Personal property tax rates are all remaining flat. The fiscal year tunderwood@culpepercounty.gov
2022 budget includes new operational costs for the Culpeper Career and Technical Center (CTEC) which will open this fall. It also Salem District
includes numerous capital improvement projects, including a new field house and field lighting at the Culpeper Sports Complex. Paul Bates

In addition to working on the budget, the Board has been focused on expanding broadband service throughout the County. 540-937-5904

Several smaller projects have been implemented and more homes have internet access now than a year ago. The future looks
bright for achieving universal broadband availability throughout the County. A study undertaken for the County indicates that there
are approximately 4,300 (or roughly 25%) unserved or underserved residences in the County. Our goal is to provide fiber to the
home for all of those residences over the next couple of years.

The Brandy Station Foundation operates the Graffiti House, 19484
Brandy Rd., Brandy Station, which contains Civil War graffiti and a
museum. The Graffiti House is a two-story frame structure built in 1858.
We like to say that its walls “talk’; they contain inscriptions, drawings,
messages, and signatures of both Union and Confederate soldiers, hence the
name “Graffiti House.”The Graffiti House is currently open by appointment
only. Weekday and weekend tours between 11AM and 4PM may be
scheduled. Please contact our volunteer coordinator, Bob, at 716-939-7612
to schedule a tour. The minimum advance reservation time needed is 48
hours. Every effort will be made to accommodate your request, but please
have a couple of dates that would work for you. For the protection of both
our visitors and volunteers, masks are required and group size is limited.
